How true this is will farther appear from 
what the Profe ſſor has ſaid of the Power of the 
Keys or Sacerdotal Abſolution, when compared 
with what has been preach'd and publith'd by 
our Modern Reformers. Now the Profeſſor 
has indeed very excellently well ſhewn, © That 
the Apoſtles, and their Succeſſors, were ap- 
pointed chief Governours of the Church un- 
der Chriſt, and as ſuch have Authority to 
* admit, and exclude whom they judg'd con- 
* venient; that the Power of binding and 
© looking, ſignifies Authority to condemn the 
Members of Chriſt's Church for their Sins, 
* or abſolve them*. Accordingly he ſhews 
from thoſe Words of the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. 5. 3, 


4, 5. That the Apoſtle: had Power conferr'd

gether, i. e. in the publick Congregation; and 
that the effect of it was, that the Perſon ſo

as favouring of Popery, &c ? Dr. Brett's Know- 
ledge is very ſcanty, if he do's not know that 

it is not. How often. muſt he be told, that 
the Doctrine he and his Fellows have preach'd 
and publiſtid is very different from this, as [ 
have ſhewn. in the foregoing Papers > He'll fay, 
perhaps, as he has done, that I don't know 
what Popery is, and that tis only the Cant of 
ſame Men, who call every thing Popery which 
they do not like.

Patron, as acting ſo contrary to the Apoſtolical 
Rule of doing nothing through partiality, as to. 
form his Opinion of Doctrines from the Cha- 
raters of the Perſons who teach them. For 
thus the very cui and reſpectful Doctor ſug- 
geſts to his Reader, that the very Doctriner, 
which were approved by the Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury, when taught by Dr. Potter, have 
been accounted no better than Modern Innova- 
tions, as ſoon as preached or publiſhed by Dr. 
Brett, and ſome others. How far it is from 
being true, that they are the very Doctrine 
I've already ſhewn. I only take notice of this 
Reflection here, to ſhew the Dutifulneſs of it, 
and how conſiſtent it is with that Diſtance and 
Reſpect which a Presbyter ought to pay to a 
Biſhop, who is his Dioceſan and Metropolitan. 
One thing to be inferr'd from the Doctor's 
Harrangue is, I think true, that the ſeeing the 
Author of preferr'd to ſuch a Station, is the 
true Reaſon why ſo many haughty and ambiti- 
ous Presbyters follow his Example in reviling 
and abuſing their Superiours.
